ANNUAL  MEETING  MINUTES 

FEBRUARY  24,  2009 

TENNESSEE  BAPTIST  CONVENTION  CENTER 

BRENTWOOD,  TENNESSEE 

The  Tennessee  Baptist  Historical  Society  Annual  Meeting  met  with  the 
Historical  Committee  at  a  luncheon  meeting  held  at  the  Tennessee  Baptist 
Convention  Center.  After  a  time  of  fellowship  and  the  lunch,  Al  Lang  called  the 
meeting  to  order  and  led  in  a  prayer  of  thanks. 

The  minutes  of  the  2008  meeting  were  approved  as  printed.  Albert  Wardin 
presented  the  treasurer's  report  for  February  16,  2008  to  February  23,  2009  (see 
attached).  He  indicated  in  the  membership  report  that  there  are  84  individual 
members  and  25  institutional  members  making  a  total  of  109.  Motion  was  made 
to  adopt  the  treasurer's  and  membership  reports.   Motion  seconded  and  passed. 

Albert  Wardin  brought  a  recommendation  from  the  Administrative  Council  to 
raise  the  dues  in  2010  from  $15  to  $20.  Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  increase 
in  the  Society's  dues.  Motion  seconded  and  passed. 

Motion  was  made  to  make  a  request  for  a  $5,000  contribution  from  the  TBC 
for  2009/2010.  Motion  seconded  and  passed. 

Motion  was  made  for  the  secretary  to  send  a  note  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Porch  and 
the  TBC  for  the  $5,000  contribution  for  2008/09.  Motion  seconded  and  passed. 

Al  Lang  brought  the  following  recommendations  from  the  Administrative 
Council: 

1.  That  we  host  a  genealogy  conference:  "Finding  Your  Baptist  Ancestors" 
on  Friday,  June  12,  2009.  Motion  was  made  and  approved  that  we  go 
ahead  and  plan  conference  for  June  12.  Motion  seconded  and  passed. 
Jim  Taulman  spoke  to  the  motion  indicating  that  the  conference  would  be 
held  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Historical  Library  &  Archives  from  8:30  a.m. 
to  4:30  p.m. 

2.  Motion  was  made  to  add  a  webmaster  and  three  regional  vice  presidents 
to  the  officers  for  the  Society.  Motion  seconded  and  passed.  Articles  IV 
&  V  of  the  TBHS  Constitution  will  be  changed  to  include  these  officers. 
This  recommendation  needs  to  be  voted  on  again  at  the  2010  annual 
meeting. 

3.  A  motion  was  made  to  omit  the  following  statement  in  Article  IV  of  the 
TBHS  Constitution:  "Only  those  persons  who  are  members  of  cooperating 
Tennessee  Baptist  churches  will  be  eligible  to  serve  as  elected  officers." 
Motion  seconded.  Dr.  Porch  raised  the  question  that  we  might  need  to 
research  the  motion  in  relation  to  TBC  funding.  Motion  was  made  to  table 
until  later  date  giving  Dr.  Porch  time  to  research  the  motion  in  relation 
to  TBC  funding.  Motion  seconded  and  passed. 

4.  Motion  was  made  to  elect  the  following  officers  for  2009/2010.  Motion 
seconded  and  passed.

Jim  West  is  acting  as  the  webmaster  of  the  TBHS  Web  site. 

Jim  Taulman  indicated  that  the  2010  issue  of  the  Journal  is  going  to  be  most 
special.  "There  is  one  person  to  whom  the  Tennessee  Baptist  Historical  Society 
owes  its  very  existence  —Dr.  Albert  Wardin.  No  person,  living  or  dead,  has 
contributed  as  much  to  recording,  writing,  and  furthering  Tennessee  Baptist 
history  as  has  Albert.  In  recognition  of  Albert  Wardin's  great  achievements, 
our  2010  Journal  issue  will  be  a  Festschrift  honoring  Albert  for  his  multiple 
contributions  to  Tennessee  Baptist  history."  In  addition  to  himself,  Jim  Taulman 
introduced  James  Porch,  Roger  Freeman,  Bill  Sumners,  Rus  Roach,  and  Fred 
Rolater  as  some  of  the  writers  for  the  Festschrift. 

Jim  Taulman  introduced  the  speaker.  Pam  Dennis,  Director,  Luther  L.  Gobbel 
Library  at  Lambuth  University  in  Jackson,  Tennessee,  spoke  on  the  theme 
"Christian  Education  in  Tennessee  Baptist  History."  Her  presentation  included 
an  account  of  Brownsville  Baptist  Female  College  and  Hall-Moody  Junior 
College.  Brownsville  College  no  longer  exists  but  Hall-Moody  today  is  a  state 
school,  the  University  of  Tennessee  at  Martin. 

Al  Lang  expressed  thanks  to  Dr.  Dennis  for  her  presentation.  He  also  expressed 
thanks  to  Dr.  Porch  for  the  use  of  the    facilities  and  for  providing  lunch. 

Al  Lang  concluded  the  annual  meeting  with  prayer.
